(11) in rule 4, for sub-rules (1), (3) and (4) the following sub-ruloa EhaU 
respectively be substitute, namely: — 

(1) Any exporter Intending to export Coir Products shall give intimation In 
writing of his Intention so to do to the Export Inspection Agency 
under section 7 of the Act, or to an officer of the Agency authorised 
in this behalf by the Agency, giving particulars of the consignment 
Intended to be exported, to enable It or him to examine or cause to 
be examined such consignment to see that it conforms to recognised 
specifications, referred to in rule 3- 

(2) On receipt of the Inumation referred to in sub-rule (1) the* Agency 

or such other officer, as the case may be, shall arrange to carry out the 
necessary Inspection to satisfy itself or himself that the consignment 
of Coir products complies with the recognised specifications- 

(3) After satisfying Itself that the consignment of Coir products has 

complied with the recogniseci specifications, the Agency shall issue 
a certificate declaralng the consignment as conforming to the re¬ 
cognised specifications-; 

(III) for clause (b) of rule B, the following clause shall be substituted. 

namely; — 

"(b) Such other place as may be specified by the Agency for the purpose”.

(3) On receipt of Ihe inllmntion refened 1o In sub-rule (I) the Agency or such 
Ollier officer, as the case may be, shall arrange to cany out the neces.sary In¬ 
spection to .satisfy Itself n- v-lmfeif that the consignment of coir yarn complies 
with the recognised specifications";

"7. Certificate of Inspection .—After satisfying itself lhat the consignment 
of coir yarn has complied with the recognised specifications ard has 
been packed and labelled in accordance with the Instruct ons issued 
In this behalf, the Agency shall issue a certlflente declaring that
